More­ 
ov er, the official a d m i tt e d tha t he 
le a n e d to w a rd the m ine o w ne rs in 
spite of a n y laws t ha t might be a p­ 
plied to the situ atio n. 


“ T he facts-a re the s e,” said the cor 
oner. “ The m in e ow ners , I believ e, 
t ho u g ht these boys w ere ov er age. If 
t he i r pa r e n t s deceiv ed them, or if 
the boys practiced decept ion t he m ­ 
selv es, I c a n ’t see why the employers 
s ho u l d be blamed. 


A tte ntion was called to the fact 
tha t the inspector has produ ce d laws 
s ho w i n g that the m in e o w n e rs may 
be held 
responsible 
rega rdle ss

s t a t e m e n t s m a d e by relativ es or by 
the boys themselv es. 


“ E v e n if this is tr u e, r still fail to
